HOSPITAL SAVED

The leader of a move to save 
Leatherhead Community Hospital 
said he is “delighted and relieved” 
a major review recommended to 
keep it open. 

Surrey Downs Clinical Commis¬ 
sioning Group (CCG), the GP-led 
organisation which buys hospital 
services from the trust for patients 
in Epsom, published a report on 
Tuesday summarising its review 
of services at New Epsom and 
Ewell, Leatherhead, Dorking and 
Molesey Community Hospitals. 

It is gathering people’s views on 
the proposals. 

Of particular interest was the 
proposal to close Leatherhead Hos¬ 
pital, which sparked 2,500 people to 
put their name to a petition this 
year headed by Paul Kennedy, the 
Liberal Democrat parliamentary 



spokesman for Mole Valley. 

Campaigners say they were 
warned in February that the hos¬ 
pital was under serious threat, but 
the CCG acknowledged the over¬ 
whelming public support was a 
factor in its recommendation to 
abandon the proposal. 

The report read: “There is signif¬ 
icant public support for the 
Leatherhead Hospital and full clo¬ 
sure would not be well received, 
particularly if improved clinical 
outcomes could not be demon¬ 
strated.” 

Mr Kennedy said: “I’m delighted 
and relieved that the option of 
closing Leatherhead Hospital has 
been rejected. 

“People were genuinely scared 
we’d lose the hospital and it’s clear 
our campaign was a major factor 
in the ultimate decision.” 

However, Conservative County 
Councillor Tim Hall slammed Mr 
Kennedy, saying the hospital was 
“never going to realistically close”, 


and the Liberal Democrats’ peti¬ 
tion was “just blatant scaremon- 
gering”. 

Mr Hall said: “I’m afraid you 
can’t save what was never going to 
close, can you? 

“The reality is that this is a very 
important hospital - it has the only 
sexual health clinic in that area, 
for example - and the CCG never 
intended to close it. 

“This was just some good PR for 
the Liberal Democrats around 
election time and nothing more.” 

The CCG did not recommend the 
re-opening of Leatherhead’s Leach 
ward - after it was closed last 
November due to staff shortages - 
despite the petition. 

The CCG declined the option 
despite acknowledging its popu¬ 
larity with patients and their 
families. 

Despite this the CCG stood by its 
assertion that patient satisfaction 
had remained high since the con¬ 
solidation and there would be no 


efficiency gains from reverting to 
the old model. 

Mr Kennedy - who ran for the 
Mole Valley seat in the general 
election - said: “We have serious 
doubts about the rationale for not 
re-opening Leach ward - the re¬ 
port seemed to start with a pre¬ 
sumption that Leach ward should 
close, and then they fit the evi¬ 
dence around that. 

“There doesn’t seem to have been 
sufficient analysis of where pa¬ 
tients and their friends and rela¬ 
tives - and indeed nursing and 
other staff - actually live.” 

But Mr Hall strongly contests 
this assertion, saying the evidence 
in the report was “very thorough” 
and “extremely helpful”. 

James Blythe, the CCG’s director 
of commissioning and strategy, 
said: “We genuinely want to know 
what local people, local patients 
and our stakeholders think about 
the possible options that have 
emerged.”

Student accused of 
stabbing not guilty

Jurors found a college student ac¬ 
cused of stabbing a man in Tol- 
worth Broadway innocent after he 
spent nearly six months in jail 
awaiting his trial. 

Larry Kukoyi, 22, of Millais 
Way, Epsom, was arrested and 
charged with attempted murder 
after an evening rush-hour fight 
in Tolworth on March 10 this year. 

The charge against him was 
later downgraded to wounding 
with intent to cause grievous bod¬ 
ily harm. 

Following his arrest Mr Kukoyi 
twice applied for bail in the 
months leading up to his trial and 
on both occasions the Crown 
Prosecution Service opposed it.

But on Friday a jury found him 
not guilty at Kingston Crown 
Court after a trial lasting five 
days. 

On Monday a spokeswoman for 
the Crown Prosecution Service 
refused to comment on the fair¬ 
ness of keeping Mr Kukoyi in cus¬ 
tody for nearly six months. 

Instead she said: “We respect 


the decision of the jury.” 

During the trial Mr Kukoyi ar¬ 
gued he had acted in self-defence 
in stabbing 23-year-old victim 
Fabrice Benjamin three times in 
the stomach with a kitchen knife. 

Jurors were also shown CCTV 
footage of the fight that appeared 
to be instigated by the victim, be¬ 
fore he was stabbed with his 
own kitchen knife outside the 
Lebanese cafe Rose Kitchen. 

Police officers arrested Mr 
Kukoyi in Goals football centre in 
Kingston Road, where he had fled 
to. 

He was found hiding in the toi¬ 
lets. The knife used was also 
found under a toilet seat at the 
centre. 

Victim Mr Benjamin chose not 
to give evidence in the trial and 
was said to have refused to coop¬ 
erate with police. 


New plans for greenbelt cemetery 


A controversial plan to build a 
cemetery on greenbelt land has 
been submitted for the second 
year, in an effort to disprove “bla¬ 
tantly false claims”. 

The plans to build a large multi¬ 
faith cemetery with a chapel were 
withdrawn in April last year, fol¬ 
lowing widespread opposition 
from residents. 

However, a revised application 
was submitted to Reigate and 
Banstead Council on July 29 this 
year, seeking permission to build 
on the 25 acres of pastureland in 
Croydon Lane, on the outskirts of 
Banstead. 

The applicant, Anisha Amin, 
has registered Cemetery Develop¬ 
ment Services (CDS) as her agent. 


Justin Smith, the managing di¬ 
rector of CDS, told the Epsom 
Guardian that one of the reasons 
they withdrew the previous appli¬ 
cation was to reduce the size of 
the main building, after what 
he called “false rumours” were 
spread that it was going to be a 
crematorium. 

Mr Smith said: “We did this in 
response to some of the criticism 
that came in from the public. It 
was sad that a contingency of the 
community has made some very 
blatantly false claims about the 
site and again we felt these had to 
be resolved and put to bed. 

“We have now put forward a 
new application with a signifi¬ 
cantly smaller building that has 


many design features in keeping 
with local design and materiality. 
The layout is simpler and less ob¬ 
trusive and the environmental 
impact sound. 

“I think there are residents of 
Banstead who don’t want it, but 
you’re always going to get that 
from people who don’t want 
change. We have to accept there 
will be a need for burial and there 
is a critical shortage of space.” 

According to a report released 
by the council in 2012, burial 
space in the borough could run 
out as early as 2017, with many 
residents in the north of the bor¬ 
ough having to go to Epsom or 
further afield to bury their loved 
ones.

He said: “Very sad to have 
just heard about the recent 
death of my first PE teacher 
Colin Foley. 

“He was an early sporting 
inspiration to me and no 
doubt my eventual choice of 
career came from seeds sown 
with him back in the early 
1980s. A sad loss, far too 
young.” 

Assistant coroner Dr Karin

A body found in Worcester 
Park on Friday morning has 
been identified by police as 
Rosen Ivanov, a 27-year-old 
Bulgarian man.

Rushmere Court was closed 
off for several hours and 
forensic teams were seen 
going into a building for flats 
seven to 12 on Friday. 

Clive Popkin, 62, lives in a 
neighbouring block, said: “I 
looked out my window at 
9.30am and saw the police 
cars and thought what the 
bloody hell is going on here? 

“I have lived here all my life 
and we've never had anything 


like this. Most people here 
are lovely, but there is no 
community spirit. 

“Someone could die and you 
wouldn’t know.” 

A postmortem examination 
carried out on Saturday 
proved inconclusive and 
more tests will be done. 


A 32-year-old man from 
Worcester Park has been 
released on bail, due to return 
on September 29.

An admired former PE teach¬ 
er who was a “great friend to 
many students”, took his own 
life, a coroner’s court heard.

Epsom students were jumping 
for joy as the borough’s GCSE 
results came in, with a heavy 
helping of A*s, bucking a na¬ 
tional fall in the award of the 
highest grade. 

At Epsom College, 36 per 
cent of all grades were award¬ 
ed at A*, and nearly a third of 
pupils achieved a clean-sweep 
of A* and As. 

Headmaster Jay Piggot said: 
“It is particularly gratifying 
this year’s cohort have per¬ 
formed so creditably. I’m de¬ 
lighted for pupils and staff.” 

It was a nervous morning for 
Greenacre School pupils, but 
they also performed ad¬ 
mirably, with 86 per cent of 
students achieving five or 
more grades between A* and 
C, well above the national 
average.

Ewell Castle School pupils 
celebrated excellent GCSE re¬ 
sults as well, as principal 
Peter Harris declared himself 
“thrilled” with the hard work 
his students put in. 

The percentage of pupils 
who achieved the benchmark 
five A* to C grades was an im¬ 
pressive 83.5 per cent, and the 
figure including maths and 
English was 77 per cent. 

St John’s School enjoyed an¬ 
other sterling results day. 

Nearly 20 per cent of pupils 
gained a full set of A* and A 
grades, with Jack Perry, Imo¬ 
gen Tonnesen and Charlie 
Winefield achieving a straight 
run of 10 A* grades. 

It was a bittersweet morning 
for Glyn School, as students 
and staff celebrated the re¬ 
sults, while saying goodbye to 
their headteacher of nine 
years, Jon Chaloner. 

Some 88 per cent of students 
achieved five or more A* and 
A grades, while 76 per cent got 
five or more A* to Cs includ¬ 
ing maths and English. 

The standout results be¬ 
longed to James Lane, with 12

‘Shameless’ MP caused intolerable conditions Bulldozed 


The Ministry of Justice’s reply 
to the prison story (High Down 
chaos, August 13) could have 
come straight out of a script 
from the old TV series Yes 
Minister. 

The spokesman reports that 
1,700 new prison officers had 
been recruited to tackle staffing 
problems. This would be a great 
success if it was not for the fact 
that hundreds quit within the 
first few weeks and months of 
starting their jobs, wasting 
about £20,000 in training costs. 


Conditions are so bad in our 
prisons following the budget 
cuts brought in by our shame¬ 
less MP and former Justice Min¬ 
ister Chris Grayling that they 
are intolerable to many new 
recruits. 

This is especially true follow¬ 
ing the pay cuts enforced for new 
officers which create large earn¬ 
ings differentials between estab¬ 
lished and new prison officers 
working alongside each other. 

Rumours are circulating, too, 
that there is to be another very 


substantial budget cut round for 
prisons. Our prisons, however, 
are already so cut down to the 
bone that some officers have 
even taken to hiding supplies of 
essentials, such as toilet rolls, to 
stop near-riots on their own 
wings as monthly stocks run 
out. 

Surely the Ministry of Justice 
should be renamed.

The ‘Liquorice Allsorts’ Epsom Property market 


Despite the UK economy heading in the 
right direction with record low mortgage 
rates and unemployment figures dropping, 
the rate of property prices rising in Epsom 
have tempered since the start of the year. 
This slow but sure downward trend in 
the rate of growth has been in evidence 
since mid-2014. Property value increases 
continue to outpace the growth in salaries, 
however the gap is closing, helped by 
a lift in salaries over the last 6 months. 
Property values in the South East region 
as a whole are 9.1% higher than a year 
ago. Compare this to the neighbouring 
regions of South West at 3.6% higher and 
within London at 9.1%, the majority of the 
country continue to see annual house 
price gains - the exception being Wales 
which recorded a slight decline of -0.6%. 

Even with the tempering in house price inflation, 
it does not necessarily change my outlook that 
property prices are likely to be firmer over the 
second half of 2015 amid heightening activity 
in the Epsom property market. As stated in 
a previous article, there is a current shortage 
of properties on the market, restricting supply, 
which in turn will provide stability and support 
to Epsom property prices. Therefore, my 
overall opinion is that Epsom property prices 
will rise by 6% over 2015 and roughly the same 
in 2016 (of course not guaranteed as I do not 
possess a crystal ball). 


Property investment is a long term business. 
Buying the right sort of property is vital. I 
have recently been speaking with a number 
of Epsom landlords about the importance of 
a balanced portfolio, when buying and renting 
out property. The balance between buying 
properties that offer good monthly returns 
(high yields), but quite often offer poor capital 
growth (i.e. they don’t increase in value that 
much over the years compared with the 
average) verses properties that do go up in 
value quicker but often offer a lower yield. So, 
what types of properties have performed best 
over the last few years in Epsom, especially in 
terms of their capital growth? 

When comparing what the average price 
of detached, semi detached, terraced and 
flats were selling for back at the start of the 
Millennium to the present. The results are 
quite remarkably different, almost like a bag 
of Liquorice Allsorts, as the different types of 
property have performed poles apart over the 
last 15 years: 

• Detached Houses in 2000 were selling on 
average for £295,097 and so far in 2015, they 
have been selling on average in Epsom for 
£816,357, a rise of 177% 

• Semi -Detached Houses in 2000 were 
selling on average for £180,398 and so far 
in 2015, they have been selling on average in 
Epsom for £459,828 a rise of 155% 

• Terraced Houses in 2000 were selling on 


average for £126,371 and so far in 2015, they 
have been selling on average in Epsom for 
£399,439 a rise of 216% 

•Flats and Apartments in 2000 were selling 
on average for £107,555 and so far in 2015, 
they have been selling on average in Epsom 
for £249,557 a rise of 132% 

Moving forward, what should new and existing 
buy to let landlords do with this information? 
Well, the questions I seem to be asked on an 
almost daily basis by landlords are: 

• “Should I sell my property in Epsom?” 

• “Is the time right to buy another buy to let 
property in Epsom and if not Epsom, where?” 

• “Are there any property bargains out there in 
Epsom to be had?” 


Many other Epsom landlords, who are with 
both us and other Epsom letting agents, like 
to pop in for a coffee, pick up the phone 
or email us to discuss the Epsom property 
market, how Epsom compares with its closest 
rivals (Sutton, Dorking and Kingston), and 
hopefully answer the three questions above. I 
don’t bite, I don’t do hard sell, I will just give 
you my honest and straight talking opinion 
and look forward to hearing from you.
